I. Whereas it has been deemed expedient pending 
the revision and final Settlement of the Customs 
duties of tho Presidency of Fort St. George to reduce 
the rates of duty levied on Imports to and Exports 
from that Presidency which except on the trade with 
the United Kingdom have in respect to some descrip- 
tions of Goods been fixed at the high rate of 8 per 
cent, and to fix the general duty of Imports and 
Exports at 5 per cent, with certain specified excep- 
tions,— 

It is hereby enacted, that in all cases in which upon 
the Export of Goods the produce of the Coutineut of 
Todia there wonld be levied at the ports of the 
Madras Presidency an Export duty excerding 5 per 
cent. under any Law or Regulation in force the duty 
levied upon euch Export shall be reduced to and fixed 
at per cent. if the Export be made in a Britixh 
bottom or in a vessel entitled to the privileges of such 
bottom, and at 10 per cent. if the Export be made ia 
a foreign bottom, Provided however that this Sec 
tion shall not affeet or in any way alter the laws in 
foree in the Madras Presidency in respect to the 
Export of Opium.

1. Whereas it is expedient to authorise the grant 
by the Governor in Council of Bombay, at his disere- 
tion, of Commissions to certain Jageerdare, and others, 
by virtue of which such persons ehall possess increased 
pawers for collecting the Revenue due to them ;— 


Tt ia hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the 
Governor in Council of Bombay, to grant to any Jae 
geerdar, Sorinjamdar, Inamdar, or other person hold- 
ing Lands or Villages the Revenue of which has been 
alienated to him by the State, a Commission con- 
ferring upon him authority for the collection of such 
Nevenue by the powers hereinafter meutioned, or 
auch of them as shull be specified in the Commission 
in addition to the powers now exercisable by law. 


Il. And it is hereby enacted, that such Comunis- 
sion, which shall be drawn out according to the 
form of the annexed Schedule A, shall be granted or 
withheld, and, when granted, shall be liable to be

demand and to pay the amount which may be decreed 
against him with costs aud interest such Court, 
provided that such suits in which any one of the 
privileged classes established by Regulation XXIN.of 
1827, Sections IIL. and IV. and by Regulation VII.

under this Act of an excess of rent or Revenue 
beyond the 81708076000 ax above provided shall be 
deemed to be extortion, and the person against: whom. 
such demand shall have been enforced shall obtain 
upon any judgment being paxsed after regular or 
summary trial three times the amount of any ৪018 
excessive demand as damages fur the sane. Provide
